Russia made another bid for A r­ 
ab friendship last night with a 
demand that the U. N. Security 
Council seek damages from Israel 
for losses Syria incurred in the 
Dec. ll Galilee raid. 
But the Soviet resolution, shov­ 
ed in ahead of one the Western 
Big Three are preparing on the 
same incident, failed to back up 
Syria’s request that 
Israel be 
thrown out of the U. N. because 
of the raid and subjected to ec­ 
onomic penalties. 
It was the first time Russia has 
submitted a resolution on 
the 
years old Palestine situation. But 
for the past two years the Soviets 
have aligned themselves with the 
Arab cause in Middle East de­ 
bates before the U. N. 
Both the Russian and Western 
resolutions will probably come up 
when the councH turns again to 
the Galilee incident at a meeting 
Thursday. 
The Western resolution is ex­ 
pected to level a strong rebuke 
against Israel for the raid on 
Syrian gun positions along the 
sea, which cost the lives of 56 "Sy­ 
rians and six Israelis. It could not 
be learned if it also w’ould call 
for compensation for loss of lives 
and property.

Quick Action Stressed in Return 
Of Vets Pension Questionnaires 


V eterans Administration 
has 
m ailed annual income 
question­ 
naires to m ore than a million vete­ 
rans and widows and children of 
deceased veterans who are on VAs 
pension rolls. 
Those who receive the question­ 
naires are urged by J. F. Kelley, 
m anager of the St. Louis VA Reg­ 
ional Office, to fill them in com­ 
pletely and return them im m ed­ 
iately to the VA offices 
which 
sent them . 
Unless properly filled-out ques- 
tonuaires are returned to 
. VA 
within 30 days, pension paym ents 
m ust be stopped, Kelley said. 
Since disability and death pen­ 
sions are subject to annual income 
m ailed out each year. The current 
questionnaires request data on 19 
55 incom e and anticipated 
1956 
income. 
The questionnaires have 
been 
sent to 556.000 veterans and to the 
457,000 widows and children of de­ 
ceased veterans. 
Pensions are payable to cer­ 
tain eligible veterans of 
World 
W ar I, World W ar II and the Ko­ 
rean conflict period who are per­ 
m anently 
and 
totally 
disabled 
from causes not connected 
with 
their service in the arm ed forces, 
and to certain widows and children 
of veterans of these w ars who die 
of non-service connected 
causes. 
In both cases, the annual income 
of those receiving pension 
m ust 
not exceed $1,400. without depen­ 
dents, or $2,700. with dependents. 
Kelley said the only dependents 
allowed for a living veteran for 
pension purposes are a wife and 
m inor children, and for a widow, 
only’ m inor children. 
F or income purposes, paym ent 
from VA for disability or . death, 
including the proceeds of GI insur­ 
ance, need not be reported. 
How’ever, all other paym ents, in 
eluding gifts, income from 
em ­ 
ploym ent. paym ents from 
com­ 
m ercial life insurance, Social Se­ 
curity, annuities, and 
retirem ent 
benefits m ust be reported on the 


questionnaires. 
Those receiving pensions should 
report im m ediately any increase 
in income w’hich would raise their 
annual income above the statuto­ 
ry lim itations, Kelley said. 
If a person receiving pension 
fails to notify VA promptly .of an 
increase in income which raises 
his annual income above the statu 
tory limit, paym ents will be dis­ 
continued retroactively to the first 
of the year. 
This creates an 
overpaym ent. 
Kelley said, and is subject to re ­ 
covery by the Government. 
If the person promptly notifies 
VA of such an increase, paym ent 
will be discontinued as of the date 
the last paym ent was made and 
no overpaym ent will result. 
Pension rates for 
a 
veteran 
who is perm anently 
and 
totally 
disabled is S66.15 a month. 
After 
the veteran has received the pen­

Especially appreciated is your 
cooperation with us in our efforts 
to “ Sell” the public on the neces­ 
sity for placing correct delivery 
addresses on their m ail. 
The need for publicity in connec­ 
tion with this m atter is am ply il­ 
lustrated by the fact that a spot 
check of all mail for local delivery 
will consistently show that only 
50 per cent of the m ail we receive 
has the correct delivery address 
shown. The other 50 per cent eith­ 
er has only the nam e of the firm 
or person and the city, or has an 
incorrect delivery address. 
Of course, it is no help to have a 
piece of mail addressed to the 
persons home address if they re­ 
ceive their mail on a post office 
box. In this case the handling of 
this mail could be reduced by 25 
per cent if the post office box 
num ber were used instead of the 
address of th home or business lo­ 
cation. If the patrons 
m ail is re­ 
ceived on a rural route, the route 
num ber is the key to speedy deliv­ 
ery, and the nam e of som e street 
out in a new addition served by a 
ru ral route only confuses the dis­ 
tribution and delays delivery. 
The point that we have continual­ 
ly tried to em phasize is the neces­ 
sity for putting the actual delivery 
address on the mail. If the m ail is 
delivered through a 
post office 
box, then it should be addressed 
to the post office box and number. 
If m ail is delivered to a patron by 
the rural carrier, then the rural 
route number should by all means 
be shown on the address. And, if 
m ail is delivered by a city carrier, 
the actual address of the house to 
which delivered should be shown. 
It is no problem for the post of­ 
fice departm ent to secure sufficient 
help to take care of the great a- 
mount of additional work necessary 
to deliver incorrectly 
adddessed 
m ail. However, this additional help 
costs every patron additional mon­ 
ey in taxes and may even result 
in an increase in postage rates.

earnings. 
If your gross incom e 
is 
from 
S800 to S1800 you can report either 
your actual net incom e, or one half 
of your gross incom e. 
If your gross incom e is over $18- 
00 you must figure out your actual 
net earnings and if they are less 
than $900, you can report either the 
actual net amount or $900. 
If you have other earnings from 
self-em plovment you add them to 
your earnings from farm self-em 
plovment. 
Then, if your total re­ 
portable 
earnings 
from self-em ­ 
ployment are $400 or more they are 
subject to the self-em ploym ent tax 
and can be counted for social secur 
ity. 
The optional method of report- 
ng net earnings can be used only 
by the cash basis farm er or ranch 
or who operates as a sole proprie 
tor; a m em ber of a farm partner 
ship may not use the optional m et 
hod even though the partnership 


reports on a cash basis. 
The optional method, m oreover, 
is used only in com puting self-em ­ 
ploym ent tax, and applies only to 
farm incom e. 
If you also have ot 
her self-em ploym ent earnings the 
optional method w ill not apply to 
those earnings. 
You m ay use cit 
her the regular method of the op 
tional m ethod in figuring the a- 
mount of your net earnings from 
farm self-em plovm ent; that amount 
should then be added to your net 
earnings from other self-em ploy­ 
ment in order to get your total net 
In m y next and final article i n 
this series I shall discuss the due 
date for filing your incom e tax re 
turn, reporting your net earnings 
for social security purposes,

Self em ployed farm ers s h o u l d 
report their 1955 net incom e for 
social security credit and pay the 
self-em ploym ent tax not later than 
February 15.

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Soil Bank Is Seen as Next 
Big Change in Farm Program 


By Claude VV. Gifford 
In The Farm Journal 
Get set to hoar plenty about 
soil bank plans. They could be oilr 
next hip change In farm program s. 
While' plans differ, these tw o b a­ 
sic ideas are common to most of 
them ’ 
Pay you for planting m ore acre­ 
age exclusively to soil-building or 
soil-saving crops—thus reducing 
I he am ount of grain, food and fi­ 
ber grown. 
Store the farm surjjlus as fer­ 
tility in the soil, instead of stock­ 
piling farm com modities in bins 
and w arehouses. 
How w ould this be done? The 
plans split into two m ain cam ps: 
One w ould have the 
govern­ 
ment rent this land from you for 
one, five, or up to 25 years. The 
land would be posted as a “con­ 
servation reserve” and you w ould­ 
n’t be allow ed to pasture it. 
Their approach: “Cut output by 
positively rem oving this land from 
production.” 
The other cam p would do it 
differently. They’d pay you for 
planting m ore than your usual 
am ount of 
soil-building 
crops. 
You could harvest them as hay 
or pasture and get a partial pay­ 
ment or use them strictly* for soil 
building and get a full paym ent. 
Their approach: “An acre of 
grass doesn't produce as 
m uch 
food as an acre of grain.” 
Regardless of the approach, the 
aim is the sam e: 
1. Cut total farm output—really 
cut it—and thereby raise 
farm 
prices. The idea is that a sm aller 
crop w ill bring enough higher p ri­ 
ces to retu rn m ore money than 
a big one. 
2. G et diverted acres absolutely 
out of grain, food, and fiber pro­ 
duction—som ething w hich allot­ 
m ent and price support program s 
have failed to do. 
3. M aintain a soil reserve that 
can be called on in tim es of n a­ 
tional em ergency, or as we w ork 
off our surpluses, and as tho pop­ 
ulation catches up w ith the food 
supply. 
4. E ventually elim inate h istor­ 
ic acreage bases, frozen production 
patterns, and regional squabbling 
—by letting farm ers raise w hat­ 
ever they w ant to on the land not 
In the soil bank “reserve” (the 
tobacco and peanut program s prob 
ably would stay the sam e as they 
are now ). 
3. And 
instead of flouting a 
costly and w asteful .surplus bill 
in front of th e public ($1 m illion 
a day, now ), it w ould prom ise 
them the m agic w ords of “con*- 
servation,” “ reserve for em ergen­ 
cies,” “som ething for the fu tu re” 
(A ctually, 
w hether this land 
would be conserved, or m ight de­ 
teriorate, w ould depend on how 
It's handled.) 
Just how would a soil bank 
plan w ork on your farm ? Suppose 
we take one and see. H ere’s the 
Iowa Farm B ureau’s plan, devel­ 
oped by president H ow ard Hill 
and his staff: 
The governm ent would offer to 
rent land from you—no less than 
a 10-acre trac t in Iowa, perhaps 
less or m uch m ore in other areas. 
The 
Secretary 
of 
A griculture 
would have authority to lease en­ 
ough land nationally to bring pro­ 
duction in line w ith dem and at 
specified price levels. 
Rental w ould a t first be vol­ 
untary; you w ouldn’t have to sign 
up—but if enough farm ers didn’t 
the Secretary w ould be authoriz­ 
ed to require you to rent up to 
20 percent of your crop acres as

a l’equiiem ent for benefiting from 
supports. 
The rental agreem ent would run 
for no less than five years: and up 
to 25 if you and the Soil C onser­ 
vation Service (which would ad ­ 
vise on land use) decided that 
your “rental tract” Was best su it­ 
ed for planting to tim ber. 
The value of your rental tract 
would be appraised for agricul­ 
tural purposes by your local ASC 
com mittee. You’d be paid a y ear­ 
ly rental of 5 percent to 7 p er­ 
cent of that value. No paym ents 
would be m ade on w aste 
land 
which had not been under culti­ 
vation or grazing. 
You’d be paid som ething for 
seeding dow n the rented acreage, 
and you’d be paid for the taxes on 
the land at the average per-acre 
rate in your *community. 
You’d be responsible for con­ 
trolling weeds. The acreage would 
be posted w ith a sign showing 
that it w as a ' “conservation re ­ 
serve.” 
The Secretary of 
A griculture 
would m ake m inim um loans in 
order to keep an em ergency sup­ 
ply of storable farm goods on 
hand, and to even out supplies 
in good or bad years. 
He w ouldn’t store to raise price 
levels as 
he does 
now—prices 
would be m aintained by altering 
production by shifting the am ount 
of land in the nation’s “acreage 
reserve.” 
Now for some questions—w ith 
the answ ers th at soil bank en th u ­ 
siasts are giving. 
, 
How m uch land would have to 
be retired to bring production in 
line to hold present prices? 
Probably som ew here 
betw een 
30 million and 40 million acres. 
Will the present surplus let the 
plan w ork? 
Surpluses w ill be a problem , but 
no more so w ith the soil bank plan 
than w ith flexible supports, and 
not nearly so m uch as w ith rigid 
supports. 
How m uch would the soil bank 
plan cost? 
The best guess is that the y ear­ 
ly bill w ould come to around $1 
billion. 
We’re not getting by 
cheap 


now. It costs $365 million a year 
just to store our surpluses. And 
in the last year the CCC took a 
whopping loss w hen it sold su r­ 
pluses for $800 million less than 
it paid for them . 
On toy) of this is an annual ACP 
bill of $250 m illion. 
Can an “acreage reserve” be 
controlled—for instance, will far­ 
mers keep livestock out of it when 
they’re short of feed, as in a 
drought? 
Some people think not; others 
say that if the “reserve” is post­ 
ed, neighborhood 
reaction 
will 
control m atters. 
Still 
others 
regard 
this 
as 
drought insurance. Farm ers might 
be allowed to pasture the land 
to tide them over a drought at a 
rental charge to be deducted from 
their governm ent paym ent. 
Will this plan control produc­ 
tion? 
Won’t 
farm ers take out 
their poorest lahd and do a better 
job on w hat’s left? 
The soil bank plan has a better 
chance of effectively cutting over­ 
all production than our present 
program w ith its unlim ited use of 
diverted acres. And these diverted 
acres are often forced into pro­ 
duction for w hich they 
aren’t 
suited—so we should get better 
land use w ith a soil bank plan. 
Is it the best plan of controlling 
production? 
We have three m ain choices in 
how to restrict production: 
1. Continue as we have, with 
no control over diverted acres and 
w ith unrealistic allotm ents. If so, 
we can expect m ore 
surpluses, 
more feed grains, and lower live 
stock prices—possibly followed by 
governm ent support of m eat pri­ 
ces. 
2. We can continue as we have, 
but with realistic allotm ents and 
firm cutiIi til of diverted 
acres; 
probably easing the 
pinch 
by 
boosting ACP paym ents. 
3. Try a soil bank plan.
